TWO DIFFERENT MODELS 

Two types of page printers are available. One operates on a 
5 level, standard communications code, and the other han¬ 
dles an 8 level message and data communications code. 

The 5 level, Model 32 utilizes the conventional “LETTERS- 
FIGURES” shift characters and is equipped with a three-row 
keyboard. 

The 8 level, Model 33 unit has a four-row keyboard, similar 
to standard typewriters. 

Receive-Only units of the Model 32 and 33 also are in¬ 
cluded in this line of equipment. 

AUTOMATIC SEND-RECEIVE SETS 

This equipment can be purchased to perform all three basic 
functions of modern message and data communications— 
page printing, tape punching and tape reading. 

The Model 32 and 33 Automatic Send-Receive sets can 
accomplish all three of the above tasks from a console only 
22 inches wide! 

Mounted on the left side of the units are a tape punch and 
a tape reader. The punch features pushbutton controls for 
ON, OFF,TAPE RELEASE (for easy tape insertion or removal), 
and BACKSPACE (to delete errors). The punch can be used 
on line to receive and perforate data, or it can function as a 
local tape perforator from the keyboard. 

The reader is equipped with a control lever for starting 
and stopping the transmitter. The STOP position is coupled 
with a FREEWHEELING control to facilitate repositioning or 
removal of tape. 


VARIOUS SPEEDS AVAILABLE 

These space-saving, well designed instruments print at 100 
words per minute. Conversion to slower speeds is accom¬ 
plished by a simple gear substitution and motor bracket 
adjustment. A floor stand, built especially for these units, 
is included with each set.

Dimensions of the entire Send-Receive set are 18>£ inches 
deep, 18 inches wide and 33 inches high (less paper roll). 
Each set weighs 35 lbs., not including floor stand and paper 
roll. 


OPTIONAL ACCESSORIES 

If desired, the Model 32 and 33 sets can be equipped with 
dials, pushbutton controls and data sets to adapt them for 
use in communicating over telephone lines. They can turn 
on, transmit messages to, and turn off remote, unattended 
stations.

AUTOMATICALLY— When a remote, unattended station is 
dialed, the converter within the called printer automatically 
turns on the printer’s motor and energizes a magnet. The 
magnet, in turn, actuates the answer-back mechanism. 

TRANSMITTING A “WHO ARE YOU” CODE— The remote 
printer’s answer-back can be called in by keyboarding a 
“who are you” character from the sending station. The char¬ 
acter is transmitted to the distant printer as electrical pulses. 
These pulses trip the answer-back mechanism in the remote 
printer, automatically returning its identification call letters 
to the sending station. 

TRANSMITTING “HERE IS”— Local identification is initiated 
by depressing the “HERE IS” key. This automatically trans¬ 
mits the answer-back and prints the call letters at both 
terminals. 

The answer-back mechanism in each page printer has a 
capacity of 20 different characters. Thus, the set responds 
to each call with its station identification.
